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A  FOREWORD  FROM  OUR  HEAD 

Dear  Black  and  Red: 

Heartiest  congratulations  on  reaching  your  50th  issue.  To 
Captain  R.  V.  Harvey  is  the  credit  due  for  originating  you. 
With  the  first  issue  before  me,  I  note  the  following  as  the  boys 
who  launched  you  forth,  fine  fellows  all,  the  first  three  to  the 
lasting  regret  of  us  all,  giving  their  lives  for  the  Empire:  W.  J. 
Bowser,  K.  Corsan,  G.  E.  Ambery — with  T.  Corsan.  R.  Bell- 
Irving,  M.  Bell-Irving  and  A.  D.  Bell-Irving. 

What  you  set  out  to  do  you  have  well  performed.  Here 
is  what  your  first  Editorial  says:  "The  object  of  this  Magazine 
is  two-fold:  first  to  keep  a  record  of  the  doings  of  the  boys  at 
the  School,  which  will  not  only  be  valued  by  them  after  they 
leave,  but  also  will  give  the  generation  that  follows  them  an 
example  to  copy  and  a  standard  to  maintain  in  work  and  in 
play;  and  second,  to  afford  the  Old  Boys  a  means  of  keeping  in 
touch  with  their  old  school  and  their  fellow  schoolmates." 

With  his  vein  of  quiet  humour  Mr.  Harvey  wrote  in  the 
Long  Ago  an  article  for  you,  which  appears  in  No.  4,  under 
the  heading  "Thirty  Years  After."  Though  but  15  years  have 
passed  I  have  thought  the  new  generation  would  welcome  its 
resurrection  at  this  particular  time,  and  am  asking  you  therefore 
to  find  space  for  it  in  your  50th  issue.  The  writer  had  large 
vision.  It  is  up  to  us  who  survive  and  who  today  have  the 
welfare  of  the  School  so  closely  to  heart  to  give  ourselves  no 
rest  till  that  vision  is  a  fact.  We  have  yet  1 5  years  left  in 
which  to  do  it.  Go  to  it  every  reader  and  lend  your  aid. 
"He,  being  dead,  yet  speaketh." 

From  what  one  reads  in  the  papers  and  magazines  of  this 
Dominion  and  the  U.  S.  A.,  there  is  persistent  appeal  by  the 
great  educational  leaders  to  place  Character  Training  in  the  very 
forefront  of  all  schools. 

It  is  clear  that  the  appeal  is  made  because  of  the  crowding 
out  of  this  all  important  matter  by  class  work  and  the  ever 
present  urgency  of  the  Exam.  Room.  There  is,  it  is  said, 
neither  time  for  it  nor  opportunity. 

As  a  now  Veteran  in  the  profession — than  which  there  is 
none  of  more  momentous  import  to  any  nation — I  am  glad  to 
think  that  for  all  the  long  years  in  which  boys  have  come  under 
our  hands  here,  the  first  and  foremost  aim  of  every  member  of 
the  staff,  through  every  hour  of  every  day  of  every  Term,  is  that 
same  development  of  character. 

It  is  the  raison  d'etre  of  every  Boarding  School;  and  the 
early  years  of  a  boy  it's  seeding  time. 


Your  last  issue,  so  full  as  it  was  of  Archives,  roused  deep 
interest,  and  will  undoubtedly  prove  most  useful  in  the  years  to 
come.  It  will  interest  you  to  know,  as  you  may  have  surmized 
from  a  certain  heading  in  No.  49  that  from  the  very  first  a 
Diary  of  the  School  has  been  kept,  already  reaching  several 
volumes.  Commenced  by  Mr.  Harvey,  the  writing  has  been 
continued  by  both  Mr.  Barnacle  and  myself,  with  however  one 
unfortunate  lapse  (1924),  an  irreparable  loss  of  facts.  A  large 
album  of  school  photographs  dating  from  1907  has  also  been 
as  carefully  conserved.  The  fruits  gathered  by  your  last  most 
valuable  issue  will  readily  be  discerned  in  this  one.  Your  labour 
has  clearly  not  been  in  vain.  You  write  not  for  the  Passing 
Hour  but  for  the  Years  to  Come. 

I  trust  that  this,  your  50th  issue,  will  be  thought  by  all 
those  whom  it  reaches,  full  worthy  of  the  occasion.  It  promises 
to  be,  both  in  reading  matter  and  abundance  of  illustration. 
You  have  done  good  work  for  the  School  these  long  years  past, 
may  your  100th  find  you  still  active  for  the  cause  which  your 
Originator  had  so  close  at  heart.

Closely  identified 
with  the  District,  he  was  from  the  very  first  a  warm  friend  of 
the  School.  Many  a  boy  and  master  will  recall  his  open- 
hearted  hospitality  and  his  genial  figure  in  the  spot  so  well 
beloved  by  him,  the  choir  stalls  of  St.  Luke's.  It  was  little 
enough  for  us  to  do,  to  join  with  the  many  others,  his  friends, 
in  the  last  Tribute  of  Respect. 


"Terry"  has  today  a  lasting  memorial  amongst  us.  His 
parents  have  presented  a  handsome  shield  to  bear  the  names  of 
the  "gym"  champions  year  by  year.  It  is  an  appropriate  gift 
and  greatly  appreciated.     It  hangs  in  the  Dining  Hall  along  with 


the  Shields  bearing  the  names  of  the  Cadet,  the  Football  and  the 
Cricket  Captains.  We  could  but  speak  well  of  Terry  in  our 
last  issue,  and  these  words  from  his  bereaved  parents  form  an 
ideal  climax  thereto:  "You  could  not  have  paid  him  a  more 
perfect  compliment,  than  when  you  half-masted  the  School 
Flag."

"I  have  passed  many  hours,  sitting  under  your  oaks, 
watching  the  old  game,  and  the  enjoyment  from  the  point  of 
view  of  an  onlooker  has  been  great.

We  have  without  doubt  the  finest  Cricket  ground  on  the 
Island,  we  rejoice  to  share  our  privilege  with  others. 


The  lines  we  adopted  this  season  of  cutting  loose  from 
the  Wednesday  League  and  instead  fostering  to  the  limit 
Cricket  within  the  School  itself  has  abundantly  justified  itself.

TENNIS 

Tennis  this  year  has  been  given  a  great  impetus  owing  to 
the  fact  that  a  number  of  matches  with  outside  teams  were 
arranged  by  our  tennis  master,  Mr.  Westmacott.  This  increased 
interest  in  the  game. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Term  we  had  an  Elimination 
Tournament,  on  the  results  of  which  the  School  team  was 
selected.  The  team  was  as  follows:  Gordon  i  (Captain), 
Graham  (Vice-Captain) ,  Jones  i,  Martin,  Gordon  ii  and 
Ladow  ii. 

Our  first  match  was  against  Brentwood  College  and  was 
played  on  their  fine  wooden  courts.  They  proved  they  were 
superior  in  the  wooden  court  game  by  winning  all  the  matches. 
However,  our  team  improved  steadily,  and  a  few  weeks  later 
we  played  Oak  Bay  High  School  on  our  own  courts.  This 
resulted  in  a  draw,  each  team  winning  three  matches.  Later  on 
in  the  Term  we  again  played  Brentwood  on  their  courts,  and 
won  three  matches. 

We  also  had  a  second  team  which  played  against  Brent- 
wood on  two  occasions.  They  showed  very  fair  form  and  had 
clearly  improved  between  the  matches. 

Several  boys  from  the  School  entered  for  the  Junior  Cham- 
pionship of  British  Columbia  played  on  the  courts  of  the 
Victoria  Tennis  Club.  Tisdall  entered  for  the  under  15, 
Jones  for  the  under  16,  and  Ladow  i,  Ladow  ii,  McLeod,  Jones. 
Gordon  i,  Gordon  ii,  Martin  and  Taylor  for  the  under  18. 
Our  boys  were  up  against  stiff  opposition  and  only  three  sur- 
vived the  first  round.  After  a  stern  tussle  Gordon  i  had  to 
acknowledge  defeat  by  Eagle,  Captain  of  the  Oak  Bay  High 
School,  while  Jones,  after  winning  his  match  in  the  under  16 
Class  and  defeating  Braun,  of  Vancouver,  in  a  hard  three  set 
match,  in  the  under  18,  went  down  to  defeat  by  the  same 
player  in  the  other  Class,  and  in  the  under  1  8  met  his  match 
in  the  person  of  Rollins,  of  Vancouver.  It  was.  however, 
especially  noteworthy  how  many  matches  were  very  .closely 
contested,  and  the  experience  of  tournament  conditions  should 
prove  of  real  value  to  our  aspiring  players. 
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The  final  event  of  the  season  was  the  Singles  and  Doubles 
Tournament  for  the  Championship  of  the  School  (Seniors  and 
Juniors) ,  and  possession  of  the  Barnacle  Tennis  Cup  and 
Medals.     The  winners  were  the  following:

RUGBY 

Season  1925-1926 
(Continued  from  No.  49) 

The  Rugby  Season  of  1925-26  will  always  be  a  notable 
one  in  the  history  of  the  School,  not  from  the  point  of  view  of 
Trophies  gained,  but  from  the  view  of  keen  interest  displayed 
and  good  Rugby  played  for  probably  the  longest  season  on 
record  (September-March). 

In  the  Senior  School  League  our  1st  XV.  started  badly, 
being  beaten  by  the  Oay  Bak  High  School  and  Victoria  High 
School — by  the  latter  when  our  Captain  and  Vice-Captain  were 
both  out  of  action — but  by  the  end  of  the  season  we  had  taken 
the  measure  of  both  of  these  teams  and  succumbed  to  Brentwood 
College  only. 

In  the  Island  Intermediate  League  wc  this  year  decided  to 
enter  a  team  in  competition  with  six  others,  the  School  being 
aided  in  this  occasion  by  two  Old  Boys  and  Mr.  Wenman.  We 
have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  achievement — we  finished 
the  League  with  the  highest  total  points,  but  according  to  the 
rules  of  the  League  it  was  divided  into  a  first  and  second  half, 
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and  we  played  Brentwood  College  in  the  final  for  the  Island 
Intermediate  Championship. 

We  came  within  an  ace  of  winning  this,  having  beaten 
Brentwood  8-0  two  weeks  before,  but  a  soggy  field  denied  us 
victory  and  we  went  down  0-6.  In  all  we  had  a  total  of  71 
points  with  29  scored  against,  and  finished  runners-up.

The  Annual  Tournament  to  decide  the  Championships  at 
many  different  weights  was  held  on  Saturday,  March  27th, 
before  a  large  and  interested  audience  who  were  enthusiastic  over 
the  evening's  entertainment,  and  voiced  without  stint  their 
appreciation  of  the  display  of  such  fine  sportsmanship  and  skill. 

To  detail  at  the  length  they  deserve,  each  bout  would 
monopolize  far  too  much  space,  but  let  it  be  said  that  every 
encounter  produced  something  well  worthy  of  mention. 

Lambly,  quiet  and  retiring  as  we  have  always  known  him, 
sprung  a  great  surprise  on  the  officials  by  uncorking  a  display  of 
real  pugilism,  going  right  after  Hargreaves  in  a  most  determined 
manner  showing  that  he  was  quite  willing  to  mix,  also  to  give 
and  take  punishment.  After  three  excellent  rounds,  although 
Hargreaves  is  really  a  more  finished  boxer,  Lambly  was 
announced  the  winner  of  the  Heavyweight  Class. 

Tye  i  gave  a  very  pretty  exhibition  of  the  fistic  art. 
taking  each  round  from  Sturgis,  although  the  latter  never  knew 
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defeat  and  came  back  every  time  with  great  determination  and 
a  willingness  to  accept  punishment. 

Perry  i  will,  someday,  without  a  doubt,  be  the  School 
Champion.  But  a  Lightweight  as  yet,  he  showed  every  indica- 
tion that  goes  towards  making  a  Champion;  speed,  determina- 
tion, aggressiveness,  skill,  and  last  but  not  least  a  liking  to  mix 
matters.  His  opponent,  Maddaugh,  who  is  far  from  a  novice 
and  a  very  game  youngster,  well  deserved  applause  after  putting 
up  a  plucky  fight  against  a  superior  boxer. 

Jackson  i,  by  using  his  long  left  and  his  sweeping  right 
upper-cut,  fought  his  way  to  victory  in  the  Bantamweight 
against  Carew. 

Fisher,  last  year's  winner  of  the  Medal  given  to  the  most 
scientific  boxer,  gave  a  finished  display  against  Veazey,  forcing 
the  fighting  from  the  sound  of  the  gong.  His  opponent  took 
considerable  punishment  most  gamely. 

Allen  was  judged  the  winner  in  one  of  the  best  fights  of  the 
evening,  his  opponent  being  sturdy  Rowe.  This  class,  "The 
Paperweights,"  tussled  and  mixed  it  without  cessation  and  fairly 
"brought  down  the  House." 

Jones  ii  defeated  Sykes  in  a  well  contested  encounter,  the 
latter  too  much  on  the  defensive:  his  conqueror,  a  powerfully 
built  boy,  wading  in  and  forcing  the  fight  throughout. 

Richardson  and  Tulk  ii  were  so  evenly  matched  that  they 
were  forced  into  an  extra  round,  which  left  things  as  they  were 
and  a  draw  resulted. 

McLaughlin  iv  won  the  final  of  his  class  by  default.  We 
could  have  wished  to  see  him  in  action. 

The  Ladow  brothers  gave  the  audience  an  exhibition  bout, 
both  showing  good  form,  Ladow  i  carrying  off  the  Medal  for 
the  most  scientific  boxer  of  the  evening. 

Tye  i  challenged  Lambly  for  the  School  Championship,  a 
right  he,  as  the  next  class,  clearly  had.  Unfortunately  Lambly's 
weak  ankle,  which  has  so  oft  played  him  false,  prevented  it  that 
evening,  and  finding  it  in  no  better  shape  a  full  week  after,

J.  D.  McLauchlan  had  a  section  eager 
enough,  but  time  was  against  us,  and  we  must  defer  a  most 
interesting  and  useful  contest  till  1927.

FRENCH  IN  THE  SCHOOLS  OF  B.  C. 

In  closely  following  the  Syllabus  of  Teaching  as  laid  down 
by  the  B.  C.  Educational  Department  we  had  to  do  that  which 
was  much  against  our  will  and  the  experience  of  centuries  in 
the  Public  Schools  at  Home.  Languages  were  cut  out  from  the 
lower  Forms. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  at  long  last  the  B.  C.  authori- 
ties have  realized  the  error  of  leaving  the  commencement  of 
Languages  till  so  late  in  School  Life;  and  we  are  free  to  continue 
the  old  system  without  running  counter  to  the  Provincial 
system. 

Appended  is  a  note  by  our  Master,  Major  Howden,  on  this 
matter,  whose  whole-hearted  assistance  has,  we  know,  been 
much  appreciated  by  the  authorities,  and  who  acted  as  Secretary 
of  the  Committee  and  Signatory  of  the  Report. 


NOTE 


Early  in  January  a  Committee  of  Teachers  of  Modern 
Languages  in  Victoria  was  formed  by  the  Committee  of 
Investigation  into  the  Teaching  of  Modern  Languages  in 
Canada,  sent  out  from  Ottawa  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Carnegie  Institute,  to  enquire  into  the  teaching  of  French  in 
British  Columbia.  Nine  meetings  were  held  and  as  a  result  a 
Rep(5rt  containing  nine  recommendations  has  been  forwarded  to 
the  Provincial  Education  Department.  The  main  recommenda- 
tion is  the  adoption  of  the  Direct  Method  of  Teaching  (which 
method  is  an  improved  Conversational  Method)  and  the 
adoption  of  a  Lower  Course,  starting  at  an  earlier  age. 

We  are  given  to  understand  definitely  that  the  B.  C. 
Examination  in  1927  will  involve  a  complete  knowledge  of  the 
above  method  in  the  minds  of  the  Matriculation  entrants.  It 
means  a  very  great  change  in  our  teaching  of  French  from  that 
of  past  days,  and  a  return  to  the  Home  system  of  an  early 
beginning. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  Minutes  of  the  above 
Committee  were  kept  in  French,  Spanish  and  English.

Marine    Department, 
American    Legation, 

Peking,   China, 

February    16.    1926. 
Dear  Mr.  Bolton  : 

I  received  your  most  welcome  letter  today  and  you  can  never  realize 
what  it  meant  to  me  to  have  you  take  time  enough  to  write  to  a  fellow  like 
me.      I  never  could  write  letters,  so  will  get  right  down  to  "brass  tacks." 

I  left  home  for  the  U.  S.  A.  in  December,  1922,  wandered  around  till 
October,  1923.  then  joined  the  Marine  Corps.  I  went  to  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  stayed  there  three  weeks,  then  went  to  Guam  and  stayed  there  six 
months,  from  there  went  to  Longapoore  in  the  Philippines.  In  October 
there  arose  some  trouble  in  China  and  with  1 00  more  Marines  I  was  sent 
up  to  protect  American  subjects  in  China;   and  been  here  since. 

As  to  Sports:  I  have  had  to  make  the  change  from  Rugby  to  American 
Football.  I  am  on  the  Marine  Team  here  and  we  are  the  Champions  of 
China.  I  am  also  on  the  Peking  Ice  Hockey  Team  and  Captain  of  the 
Marine  Team.  The  first  are  the  Champions  of  China,  and  the  latter  are  the 
Runners- up.  As  they  play  in  different  districts  I  was  able  to  play  on  both 
teams.  In  Outdoor  Shooting  I  was  Best  Shot  in  Peking  for  1925  at  200. 
300,  500  and  600  yards. 

I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Barnacle  and  the  School  for  the  Football,  and 
Sergt. -Major  "Watson  and  the  School  for  the  Shooting.  As  for  Boxing  I 
have  again  to  thank  the  School;  I  have  had  about  15  fist  fights  to  a  finish 
and  only  lost  one.  I  am  only  a  private  but  hope  soon  to  be  a  corporal. 
I  am  only  20  and  it  was  quite  hard  to  stack  up  against  men  these  past  two 
years  in  the  service;  but  I  have  managed  to  hold  my  own.

The  Meaning  of  Literature 

One  of  the  most  important  among  a  nation's  accomplish- 
ments is  its  literature;  for  indeed  the  permanent  books  of  a 
people  are  of  far  greater  value  to  posterity  than  their  actual 
deeds.  The  facts  of  history  would  not  be  handed  down  to 
future  ages  if  not  by  the  use  of  literature,  for  literature  is  not  a 
list  of  sordid  facts,  but  a  pleasing  and  exact  description  of  man's 
ideals  and  achievements. 

Although  there  are  thousands  of  books  written  every  year, 
very  few  of  them  survive,  the  rest  like  sediment  in  a  river,  fall 
into  obscurity.  The  chief  requirements  of  any  book  for  a  place 
in  literature  is  its  sublimity  of  expression  and  nobility  of  the 
ideals  presented;  this  is  the  reason  why  so  many  works  of 
history  and  science,  which  only  embody  facts,  fail  to  be  pre- 
served. Authors  can  be  readily  compared  to  builders,  inasmuch 
as  there  are  many  books  and  buildings,  but  few  artists  and 
architects. 

Another  quality  of  good  literature  is  its  analysis  and  exact 
description.     That  is  to  say,  a  good  poet  or  prose  writer  is  able 
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to  express  and  explain  his  thoughts  adequately  and  in  a  short 
space.  This  compactness  and  sublety  is  in  itself  a  great  aid  to 
the  sublimity  of  construction  as  it  eliminates  all  the  faults  of 
rhetoric  such  as  prolixity  and  redundancy.  The  purpose  of 
literature  is  to  delight:  and  it  appeals  to  our  emotions  rather 
than  to  our  intellect  although  from  literature  we  can  learn  a 
great  deal  of,  not  only  facts,  but  the  thoughts  and  dreams  which 
inspired  their  invention. 

There  are  many  tests  which  we  may  apply  to  good  litera- 
ture, chief  among  which  is  the  beauty  of  expression  of  the 
subject-matter.  Good  literature  also,  besides  being  pleasing  to 
the  mind,  contains  an  inner  thought  and  leaves  us  with  much 
material  for  discussion.  The  best  literature  knows  no  nation 
but  although  carrying  with  it,  the  imprint  of  the  author's 
country,  is  translated  into  all  languages  to  find  a  warm  recep- 
tion amongst  every  people.  There  is  another  quality  that  all 
good  literature  bears  and  that  is  personality.  This  means  that 
the  theme  is  coloured  by  the  personal  experiences  or  convictions 
of  the  writer  himself.  Therefore  every  permanent  book  carries 
with  it  two  thoughts  or  rather  two  outcomes  of  the  same 
thought,  the  deep  feeling  of  the  nation  interpreted  by  the  writer 
in  his  own  words. 

Man  is  a  dreamer  of  dreams  as  well  as  a  doer  of  deeds; 
history  records  his  deeds  while  literature  is  an  account  of  his 
ideals,  which  spring  from  dreams.  We  are  familiar  with  the 
ideals  of  Ancient  Greece  and  Rome  as  presented  in  their  litera- 
ture, but  of  their  actual  deeds  we  have  only  bare  accounts. 
Literature  preserves  the  ideals  of  a  race,  or  in  a  word,  literature 
is  the  "History  of  the  Human  Soul."

THIRTY  YEARS  AFTER 

(From  "The  Black  and  Red"  Issue  of  1909)

One  Summer  afternoon  in  the  year,  1939,  when  business 
brought  me  back  to  the  fair  City  of  Victoria,  I  felt  that  I  could 
not  go  away  without  paying  a  visit  to  my  old  School,  and 
reviving  some  pleasant  memories  of  thirty  years  ago.  I  soon 
caught  sight  of  a  street  car  marked  "Uplands  and  Mount 
Tolmie,"  and  in  a  few  minutes  was  put  down  at  my  destination. 

All  along  the  road  I  had  noticed  numbers  of  fine  residences, 
and  particularly  a  large  and  handsome  house  near  where  Good- 
acre's  barns  used  to  stand.  Little  I  guessed  what  other  surprises 
were  in  store  for  me.  At  first  I  hardly  knew  where  I  was.  Tall 
and  handsome  wrought-iron  gates,  with  the  School  monogram 
interlaced   in   gilded   letters,    were  opened   for  me  by   a  porter, 
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whose  cosy  lodge  stood  just  within  the  neat  fence.  But  when 
I  passed  the  bend  of  the  drive,  then  indeed  I  rubbed  my  eyes. 
Shrubs  and  gay  flowers  bordered  the  roadway,  but  of  these  I 
took  little  notice.  On  my  right,  behind  the  porter's  lodge,  was 
a  building  which  I  took  to  be  the  Infirmary,  while  further  on  a 
tall  fence  enclosed  what  was  evidently  an  open-air  swimming- 
tank.  I  gazed  around  me  in  bewilderment.  Gone  was  the  little 
pump-house  on  the  edge  of  the  cricket  ground;  gone  too  was  the 
wooden  gymnasium;  but  in  place  of  the  latter  stood  a  fine  brick 
building,  lighted  by  lofty  windows,  below  which  I  saw  a  row 
of  concrete  fives-courts. 

The  whole  place  seemed  to  be  alive  with  boys,  all  busily 
engaged.  At  least  two  full  companies  were  drilling  on  the 
parade  ground,  clad  in  smart  khaki  serge,  doing  the  marching- 
past  with  fixed  bayonets,  while  a  band  discoursed  stirring  music 
under  the  big  oak  tree.  But  at  the  same  time  I  saw  that  there 
were  two  cricket  matches  in  progress  on  the  old  grounds,  while 
the  field  which  used  to  be  Goodacre's  sheep  pasture  was  swarming 
with  boys  at  net  practice.  Moreover,  from  the  inside  of  the  new 
gym  came  the  unmistakeable  '"crack-crack"  of  Lee-Enfields  at 
gallery  practice. 

When  I  had  taken  in  these  surprising  signs  of  progress,  I 
glanced  again  at  the  old  familiar  building.  Still  more  changes 
met  my  eye.  The  roof  was  slated,  and  numerous  dormer  win- 
dows altered  it  almost  beyond  recognition.  Behind  it  were 
some  masses  of  building  that  puzzled  me,  so  I  determined  to  go 
in,  and  hear  all  about  it.  In  my  eagerness  I  walked  right  in 
without  ringing,  but  as  everyone  seemed  to  be  out  of  doors,  I 
pursued  my  investigations  for  a  time  on  my  own  account. 
There  was  the  same  old  corridor,  but  the  floor  was  covered  with 
thick  linoleum,  and  the  walls  panelled  all  round  about  four  feet 
up.  Where  the  telephone  used  to  stand,  an  open  archway 
showed  a  long  passage,  which  I  at  once  explored,  finding  several 
masters'  rooms,  and  four  large  dormitories.  This  wing  was 
shaped  like  a  letter  T,  the  cross-piece  being  where  the  old  dining- 
room  used  to  stand.  Wondering  what  could  be  below.  I  went 
down  to  the  bottom  corridor,  where  I  had  answered  my  name 
to  many  a  roll  call.  Presently  1  saw  that  where  we  used  to 
enter  the  changing-room  were  two  double  glass  doors,  which 
were  locked. 

Fortunately,  just  at  this  moment  up  came  a  "friend  in 
need."  who  proved  to  be  the  Bursar.  On  hearing  my  name  he 
was  most  cordial,  and  at  once  proceeded  to  show  me  round. 
Unlocking  the  glass  doors,  he  said:  "Here  we  have  the  Assem- 
bly Hall,  which  was  built  in  1915,  when  we  only  had  about 
200  boys,  and  now  we  begin  to  find  it  rather  small.  You  see 
the  platform  at  the  far  end;  that  is  where  we  have  our  prize- 
givings  and  concerts,  besides  debates,  lectures  and  other  meetings. 
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One  of  those  doors  leads  to  the  Dining-Hall,  the  other  to  a  stair- 
case going  up  to  junior  dormitories.  On  the  walls  of  the  Hall 
you  will  recognize  the  old  Honour-boards  dating  back  to  your 
own  day,  and  on  this  side  is  the  first  of  the  shields — with  your 
name  as  football  captain.  "  I  gazed  on  the  familiar  names,  and 
memories  crowded  thick  upon  me  till  I  almost  could  think  I  was 
a  boy  once  more.  Strangely  enough,  while  I  remembered  all 
the  names,  I  could  only  recall  a  few  of  the  faces  of  those  who 
had  been  on  the  same  team  as  myself,  so  fleeting  is  memory  over 
a  space  of  thirty  years! 

I  looked  at  the  shields  which  followed  that  of  my  own 
year.  At  first  I  recognized  many  names — Wyld,  Creery,  Bell- 
Irving,  Trorey,  Matson — "Why I"  I  said,  "Matson  as  football 
captaini  He  was  only  just  about  so  high  in  my  time!"  "Well, 
I  hardly  remember  so  far  back  as  that,"  said  my  friend,  "but  I 
believe  that  he  came  to  see  us  about  six  years  ago.  I  saw  a 
photograph  of  him  in  an  old  'Black  and  Red,'  and  a  big  strap- 
ping fellow  he  looked."  There  were  many  other  names  I 
knew,  on  the  oak  shields,  and  glittering  on  the  Honour-boards, 
but  after  about  1917  they  were  all  strange.  Here  and  there, 
however,  an  old  name  cropped  up  again  after  a  long  interval. 
One  was  "Allan  Bell-Irving,  cricket  captain,  season  of  ?  ?  ?  ? 
"Who  was  he?"  I  asked.  "Oh!"  said  the  Bursar,  "his  father 
must  have  been  the  one  you  are  thinking  of:  his  name  was 
Malcolm:  it  is  on  the  first  of  the  Honour-boards  in  1909;  he 
sent  all  his  sons  here."  "Why,  that  must  have  been  the  red- 
headed captain  I  saw  on  the  drill  ground  with  his  company: 
here,  give  him  this  five-dollar  bill  from  me,  and  tell  him  I  was 
at  School  with  his  daddy."  The  Bursar  took  the  bill  with  a 
smile.  "Well,  now,"  I  went  on,  still  eager  for  information, 
"tell  me  how  many  boys  you  have  here  now."  "Between  three 
and  four  hundred,"  was  the  amazing  reply.  "But  where  do 
you  put  them?"  I  cried.  ^"In  my  time  we  could  not  take  in 
very  many  more  than  one  hundred  boarders."  "The  wing  over 
the  Assembly  Hall  and  Dining  Hall  holds  over  eighty,  and 
the  Warden's  House  sixty  or  more:  that  is  the  building  you  see 
over  by  the  cricket  nets:  it  was  built  about  eighteen  years  ago, 
and  has  been  enlarged  lately.  The  Gym  is  quite  new;  it  was 
given  to  us  in  1932  by  Sir  Stewart  McGuigan,  the  great  engi- 
neer, and  Chief  Justice  Mackay,  both  of  them  old  boys  of  the 
School." 

"Are  any  of  the  old  masters  alive  still?"  Oh.  dear,  yes," 
said  the  Bursar,  laughing:  "Mr.  Bolton  is  a  wonderful  old 
man.  but  we  do  not  see  so  much  of  him  now,  though  he  used  to 
visit  the  School  quite  often  up  to  four  years  ago.  Mr.  Barnacle 
has  a  fine  house  near  the  golf-links:  two  of  his  sons  were  at  the 
School  when  I  first  came:  one  of  them  is  amateur  champion 
golfer   of   Canada.      Old   Mr.    Harvey   lives   in   the   Warden's 
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House;  he  is  quite  bald,  but  still  active,  and  always  comes  over 
for  any  big  match;  he  is  in  great  form  when  the  D.  O.  C, 
Colonel  Macdowall,  comes  out  for  the  annual  inspection.  We 
have  four  companies  now,  by  the  way — a  whole  battalion,  in 
fact;  that  red-headed  Bell-Irving  you  saw  is  the  Major,  not  a 
captain  at  all.  We  have  had  some  very  fine  manoeuvres,  and 
go  into  camp  with  the  Fifth  Regiment  every  Summer.  Last 
year  we  defeated  them  very  severely  near  Cedar  Hill."  "Have 
you  still  those  old  colours  we  used  to  strive  for  so  hard?" 
"Oh,  yes;  we  won  them  outright,  and  they  hang  in  the  ante- 
chapel:  but  now  we  compete  for  a  set  presented  by  Major- 
General  Mathews,  Inspector-General  of  Canada,  for  the  best 
Cadet  Battalion  in  the  Dominion;  we  have  won  them  twice  in 
five  years." 

"What  about  football  and  cricket?"  I  asked;  what  schools 
do  you  play?"  "Well,  there  is  a  school  at  Nanaimo  with  about 
sixty  boys,  and  two  or  three  in  Vancouver;  none  so  large  as 
this,  of  course,  but  quite  good  enough  to  play  our  second  and 
third  teams;  our  first  teams  play  all  the  city  clubs,  and  often 
beat  them,  too,  I  can  tell  you.  Then  we  have  what  we  call 
group  matches,  besides  matches  between  School  House  and  the 
Warden's,  and  inter-company  games."  "What  are  group 
matches?"  I  inquired,  getting  quite  interested.  "We  divide  the 
boarders  into  groups,  according  to  their  birthplaces.  The  Van- 
couvers  have  two  teams  always,  and  are  generally  champions, 
but  this  year  the  Winnipegs  are  unusually  strong.  Then  there 
arc  the  Islanders,  the  Deltas,  the  Kootenays  and  the  Okanagans, 
as  well  as  the  Outlanders,  which  means  all  those  born  outside 
Canada." 

"Look  here,"  I  said,  "you  spoke  just  now  of  an  ante- 
chapel;  where  is  it?" 

"Didn't  you  notice  the  chapel?  Just  come  this  way;"  and 
he  led  me  out  through  the  Dining-Hall.  There,  beyond  where 
the  big  flag-pole  used  to  stand,  was  one  of  the  finest  little 
School  Chapels  I  have  seen,  all  of  stone,  in  pure  Gothic  style. 
"It  was  consecrated  in  1919,  said  the  Bursar,  "having  been 
built  on  the  site  of  the  first  chapel,  a  small  structure  put  up 
about  1913.  The  land  was  given  to  the  School  by  the  owners, 
and  a  fund  was  raised,  chiefly  among  the  Old  Boys,  with  the 
result  that  you  see.  Service  is  held  daily,  with  a  surpliced  choir, 
and  twice  on  Sunday.  Many  people  come  out  from  town  to 
the  evening  service;  our  anthems  are  getting  quite  famous." 

He  then  gave  me  some  tea,  and  introduced  me  to  some  of 
the  masters.  One  of  them  took  me  upstairs  to  the  top  floor, 
where  I  found  music  rooms,  sewing  rooms,  photographic  dark 
rooms,  and  all  sorts  of  conveniences.  In  the  tower  the  tank 
had  vanished,  and  in  its  place  was  a  big  astronomical  telescope. 
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"Hello,"  said  I,  "where  is  your  water  supply?"  He  laughed 
in  a  puzzled  way,  and  I  found  that  the  School  had  had  city 
water  for  so  long  that  he  did  not  even  know  that  there  had  ever 
been  a  well  on  the  School  grounds. 

Soon  I  had  to  tear  myself  away,  after  a  hasty  look  into 
the  fine  gym,  where  a  few  boys  were  cleaning  rifles,  and  com- 
paring notes  on  the  day's  shooting,  while  two  of  the  bigger  ones 
were  engaged  in  a  hot  fencing  bout,  and  displaying  considerable 
skill  before  a  critical  crowd  of  supporters,  evidently  from  two 
rival  houses. 

I  came  down  the  hill  with  a  huge  crowd  of  cheerful  day- 
boys, and  told  them  tales  of  the  old  times.
